who succeed Iho best. Pros peri ty 
largely depends on keeping down the 
miinmg expenses of a farm. The 
farmer who ha* little to huy does not 
have occasion to sell much in order to 
supply himself with the comforts of 
life. Farmers who live in a portion 
of the country that is sparsely settled 
generally buy and sell to a great dis- 
advantage. Nearly nil the products 
of their places, except live stock, com- 
mand low prices, and for some of them 
there is no market. They have gen- 
erally poor facilities for keeping milk 
and making batter, ami as a conse- 
quence the latter is poor and sells for 
less than half the price of that made 
in creameries or in large and well- 
managed private dailies. They get 
but little for poultry ami eggs on ac- 
count of the expense ol sending them 
to a city market. (Icnernllv they have 
no way of disposing of potatoes, gul- 
den Vegetable! and small fruits if they 
raise mole than they need for their 
own use. They must depend on the 
sale of corn, small grain, wool and meat 
for raising money with Which to pur- 
chase supplies. 

A high price is charged for almost 
every thing a farmer living remote 
from large towns has to buy, and the 
quality of most of the goods is poor. 
Wholesale grocers and the dealers in 
various classes of manufactured articles 
keep grades of goods for the city 
trade, and others -.which are greatly 
inferior— for selling to country mer- 
chants. Freights are high on all
